The stage is set. The house lights go 
down while the musicians wait in the wings 
in anticipation of the magic about to hap- 
pen. When the lights come up and the initial 
pulsating note vibrates in the auditorium, 
everyone involved senses a rapport which 
may only be described as a communication 
of spirit. Leading the ensemble is their di- 
rector, senior Craig Dye, an individual who 
exemplifies the idea that music is and ex- 
tension of life itself. 

Craig's interest in music began very early 
in life; his most vivid memories are of the 
constant music which pervaded his home’s 
atmosphere. The parental influence was 
very strong; his mother was a pianist and 


his father, a Semi-pro trumpet player ‘‘who 
gave me my start.” 

Although the trumpet is Craig’s major 
instrument, he also dabbles in the guitar, 
acoustic and electronic keyboards and per- 
cussion. He learned to play these latter in- 
struments while at Grove City, though he 
does not consider them performance in- 
struments for himself. His primary interest 
lies in writing and performing jazz with his 
trumpet in a smaller group setting. 

Craig's musical education has been a 
continuous process which gained momen- 
tum during his high school years, during 
which he played in a top-notch jazz ensem- 
ble at North Allegheny in Wexford, PA. The 
summer following his sophomore year at 
Grove City College, Craig toured Europe, 
playing lead trumpet for the American 
Youth Jazz West. For a month they toured 
Belgium, Germany, Switzerland, France, 
and the Netherlands. A highlight of the tour 
was Craig’s opportunity to play at the Mon- 
treux International Jazz Festival, the largest 
jazz festival in the world, which is held in 
Montreux, Switzerland each summer. 

Believing that the major reward of musi- 
cal performance is the opportunity to bring 
a message to the audience, Craig com- 
ments, “With the Jazz Ensemble many 
times the music is of such intensity that one 
sitting in the audience can experience a 
deep musical conversation. At that point, 
the instrumentalists and the audience be- 





come actively envolved with each other. 
This is when music is its most rewarding.”’ 

According to Craig, the greatest ‘‘plus’’ 
of the music department at Grove City Col- 
lege is the opportunity for performance. At 
a small school, one with Craig's talents is 
very much in demand; he has been able to 
do it all: jazz, classical, religious and popular 
music in just about every kind of ensemble 
size and setting. Craig likens the experience 
to that of a studio session player. 

Craig considers the Grove City Jazz En- 
semble to have been a major stepping- 
stone in his musical career, having given 
him his most valued education in playing 
and directing.

Working three alternate shifts which be- 
gan as early as 6:15 a.m. and ran until 
midnight or later, Bev earned a lot of hands- 
on experience in a full range of activities. 
The mornings found her either serving as 
floor director or cameraperson or running 
the teleprompter for newsbriefs. She also 
was able to do on-the-scene reporting for 
soundbites, including coverage of center- 
city fires and accidents. Bev’s responsibil- 
ities included typing up these stories for the 
anchorperson as well as editing the entire 
package for the soundbite. 

When she wasn't involved in these capa- 
cities, Bev served as a ‘‘go-fer,’’ making 
rounds to the local hospitals, police bor- 
oughs, and fire stations to uncover any pos- 
sible story leads. On occasion she accom- 
panied key reporters and cameramen to 
exclusive press conferences at the court 
house and the Capitol, at which time she 
carried the heavy equipment and set up 
microphones. Additional duties included 
time-coding the daily electronic feed, which 
is the ABC network series of stories pro- 
vided to local stations, and running the tele- 
prompter for the live 6:00 and 11:00 p.m. 
broadcasts. 











The versatility of her responsibilities and 
the cooperative effort of the station’s staff 
members were the most enjoyable aspects 
of the internship. As Bev commented, *'| 
learned that the most important people in- 
volved with the newscasts are behind the 
scenes. The whole newscasts was a group 
effort. Everyone’s task, no matter how me- 
nial, played a crucial role.”’ 

Bev has found the offerings of Grove 
City’s Communication Arts department an 
excellent base upon which to build. Al- 
though she believes that an internship is 
essential to gain the further knowledge nec- 
essary for any media career, Bev asserts 
that Grove City has provided the environ- 
ment for students to gain the self-confi- 
dence needed to pursue a successful ca- 
reer, no matter the field.

Few, 
however, are truly informed of the atrocities 
which plagued that war-torn land. Senior,

nous acts which have ravaged her home- 
land. 

Sara and her family who are United Pres- 
byterian missionaries, have lived in Beirut, 
Lebanon where her father teaches at a 
seminary, for over 17 years. Of those years, 
8 have been spent in war starting with the 
Lebanese Civil War in 1975 and more re- 
cently with the Israeli siege of Beirut 
throughout the summer of 1982. During 
this most recent carnage, Sara and her fam- 
ily were forced to evacuate West Beirut in 
late June, spending the next four weeks in 
Cyprus while wondering if they would ever 
again see the friends and personal belong- 
ings they left behind. 

On August 1, Sara and her father re- 
entered West Beirut only to find a land far 
different from the city which had been their 
home. Israeli soldiers, often armed with 
American-made weapons, clamored 
through the streets of the devastated city. 
Stores, utilities, hospitals, and schools 
were no longer functioning. The streets, 
once filled with merchants, shoppers, and 
tourists, were now replete with foreign 
troups from many nations and with hordes 
of homeless people. The city Sara had 
known so well was literally unrecognizable. 








Miraculously, Sara’s family’s apartment 
was virtually unscathed. Of course, they 
were then forced to suffer the inconven- 
iences of living in a city void of virtually all 
common amenities, but they did still have a 
home which was far more than most of the 
city’s one million inhabitants. Despite the 
dangers and inconveniences still besetting 
Beirut, upon graduation Sara plans to return 
to her home in the Middle East. 

Sara, a history major, has studied the 
historical accounts of numerous wars of 
mankind throughout her courses. Unlike 
most students, however, who must con- 
jure mental images of these confrontations, 
Sara can most vividly picture all of the 
atrocities such conflicts can bring. Sara 
has, in effect, done far more than merely 
study history, she has watched it unfold 
before her and has experienced the same 
despair and disbelief war has produced for 
centuries.

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The saying goes that “Growing up is 
hard to do,’’ but take a young American boy 
and transplant him to a foreign country 
over-seas and what happens?

It’s 
not uncommon to have 3 %-4 hour 
meals.” 

According to Dave, the best part of the 
experience involved the fantastic opportu- 
nity to travel. ‘It was great. In fifteen min- 
utes | could be in France, in Germany in an 
hour, andin Holland in 1 % hours.’’ Unfor- 
tunately, the weather is rarely cooperative; 
it rains over 200 days out of the year and 
the rest of the time the skies are overcast.

While here, he enjoys his family 
and friends in the States, which include 
Garet Romeo, a friend at Grove City who 
just so happened to have attended a “'rival’’ 
school in Belgium.

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“Somewhere Over The Rainbow”’ is 
easily identifiable as the theme song of L. 
Frank Baum’s The Wizard of Oz, a classic 
enjoyed by children of all ages. During the 
summer of 1982, Grove City sophomore 
David Jobin undertook the task of coordi- 
nating and directing this spectacular pro- 
duction for the Aurora Youth Theatre in 
Ohio. 

Sponsored by the adult community the- 
atre in Aurora, the Youth Theatre is a sum- 
mer theatre for children between the ages 
of four and eighteen, who perform one 
musical and one straight play each season. 
Hired to direct last summer, David selected 
the plays and was responsible for finding 
his own crews. He chose The Wizard of Oz 
“my all-time favorite movie,’’ and rewrote 
the script to include all the songs from the 
movie and nearly every line. The Wizard of 
Oz included a cast of over seventy junior 
actors. *“My cast was incredible. Their li- 
kenesses to the original cast were as im- 
pressive as their performances were.” 

The benefit of children’s theatre, accord- 
ing to Davis, is that all interested children 
are able to get involved without the ‘‘com- 
petiveness of such activities as Little

Leagues. Of course not everyone can have a 
lead — but there is no one sitting on the 
bench. Everyone contributes and | think it 
really gives the children a feeling of accom- 
plishment to know that they've helped put 
on a show which hundreds of people will 
see.’’ An added bonus of such a production 
is the marvelous atmosphere it provides for 
children to make friends with one another. 

David's own interest in theatre also be- 
gan as a child. He first became involved in 
elementary school plays. ‘‘My kindergarten 
teacher asked me what | wanted to be 
when | grew up and | said ‘a movie star.’ *‘| 
was a real ham, | guess.”’ 

In addition to directing the Aurora Youth 
Theatre, another highlight for David was his 
being cast as one of the husbands in Twigs 
his freshman year, his first acting role in a 
college play. During his first two years at 
Grove City, David acted in The Chalk Gar- 
den, A Midsummer Night’s Dream, and 
“pounced” his way through the role of 
Tigger’ in The House at Pooh Corner. Da- 
vid appreciates the many opportunities for 
theatre involvement at Grove City. The 
three or four major productions each year, 
the two children’s theatre shows, and the 


Theta Alpha Phi one-acts provide quality 
theatre comparable to that of other col- 
leges. 

He plans to continue acting but also 
hopes to learn more about directing and the 
technical aspects of theatre. Next year, Da- 
vid will be directing Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs for Children’s Theatre and 
hopes to act as assistant director for a ma- 
jor production at Grove City. 

Concerning the rewards of acting versus 
directing, David believes there are benefits 
to both areas. He contends that directing is 
much harder but can be more satisfying. *‘l 
thought when | directed that | would be 
envious of the actors applause — but it 
was even more rewarding being in the audi- 
ence and being able to see the audience's 
reaction to the show.”’ 

He enjoys his involvement with the the- 
atre at Grove CityCollege so much that he 
doesn't foresee anything ever limiting it, 
whichever role he plays, whether it be that 
of an actor, a director, or a technical crew- 
member. In David Jobin’s case, it’s ‘‘Some- 
where Over Rainbow Bridge’’ where 
dreams do come true.

At such a time, 
it is especially refreshing, therefore, to en- 
counter a unique person like Dai Feng. Dai 
holds a special appreciation for the educa- 
tion to which he directs all of his energy. 
This unique dedication can be primarily at- 
tributed to the fact that Dai has traveled all 
the way from his homeland of China in or- 
der to study here, in the United States. 

After arriving in the United States in 
1979, Dai spent a year in Philadelphia. At 
that time, Dai accompanied his relatives as 
they moved to Pittsburgh. Although he had 
already completed high school and one half 
of a year of college in China, Dai then en- 
tered Upper St. Clair High School in order to 
increase his familiarity with the English lan- 
guage, of which he only knew a few hun- 
dred words. Dai learned a great deal in a 
short time and enetered GCC as an Electri- 
cal Engineering major in the fall of 1981. 





Incredibly, Dai has taken as many as 20 
credits some semesters and has received 
some Advanced Placement credits which 
will enable him to graduate in just three 
years. He then hopes to enter graduate 
school at either M.I.T. or the University of 
California at Berkeley. 

Dai has observed that academics are not 
pursued as vigorously here in the United 
States as they are in China. For example, 
students in China generally spend much 
more time studying than do students in the 
U.S. In this respect, Dai has admirably 
maintained the values of his native country 
and is very appreciative of his studies. Aca- 
demics are extremely important to Dai who 
has come so far to make the very most of 
his education.

We shall miss her dearly. 

We consider what she called her ‘divinely appointed’’ conversa- 
tion with Dr. Harker at a Pittsburgh chapter alumni meeting 22 years 
ago, which brought her back to Grove City, one of the greatest 
blessings this college has known. It is with gratitude and affection, 
then, that we dedicate this issue of The Bridge to Dr. Jean Wilson.
